The grand palace soon re- 
vealed grand defects, one of which was 
that its lofty stairs were too difficult of 
ascent for an aged woman, who is now 
imprisoned by disease, and sorrow in her 
room in tho second story. It is sur- 
prising to gaze on this grand establish- 
ment, which cost a million, and on which 
the taxes alone aro $7,000, and realize 
that it is devoted to the sole use of this 
childless old woman. The servants, who 
number at least a half dozen, occupy 
tho basement nnd attic, und are very 
fortunate in having such an easy and 
luxurious plueo.
